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Latest Export Numbers
Show Mixed Bag

According to Resource Recycling, figures on
tonnages of exported recyclables indicate a month-
to-month boost for recovered plastics, but most
materials are down when compared with 2014.

In October, the most recent month for which figures
are available, scrap plastics exports totaled 372.89
million pounds, an increase of 14.2 percent from
September 2015 export levels. When matched
against October 2014 levels, however, the volume of
plastic scrap exports in the month was down
significantly, by 19.1 percent.

The weighted price of recovered plastic exports in
October was 17.51 cents per pound, down 3.6
percent from its September 2015 standing. That
price-per-pound figure from October 2015 was
down11.4 percent from the level in October 2014.

With 3.85 billion pounds of scrap plastics exported
through the first 10 months of 2015, the volume
was down 4.5 percent from the 2014 year-to-date
(YTD) figure. At 18.14 cents per pound, the average
price through October 2015 was down by 8.7
percent from its 2014 YTD standing.

As for other exported materials, recovered paper
exports were up slightly through the first 10 months
of 2015, with 16.43 million metric tons exported, a
3.4 percent increase from October 2014 YTD levels.
At $157 per metric ton, the weighted average price
of exported recovered paper through October was
down YTD by 5.2 percent.

The 10.90 metric tons of ferrous scrap exported
through October 2015 amounted to a 15.6 percent
YTD decrease. At $326 per metric ton, the weighted
average price of exported ferrous scrap was down
steeply, by 20.0 percent, from September 2014 YTD
levels.

Lastly, the 2.90 billion pounds of aluminum scrap
exported in 2015 through October equated to a 9.3
percent decrease from the first 10 months of 2014.
At 73 cents per pound, the average price of
exported aluminum scrap through October 2015

was down by 4.4 percent compared with 2014 YTD
figures.

“Also, everyone will hear the same
message at the same time, and they will get to
hear it from individuals in RLA who handle
those particular plans, reports and grants.”
